The optimistic tone of all 
four secretaries of the pure bred 
beef cattle record societies har- 
monizes in agreement that the 
worst is past, the bad times are 
behind, and recording and sales 
are all picking up with a heart- 
ening of the mass of the breed- 
ers in all corners of the country. 
These four—American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association, American Galloway Breeders 
Association, American Hereford Cattle Breeders’ Asosciation, and 
American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association—represent the seed stock 
from which Ametica’s beef supply is made. Their membership and 
zontributing non-membership lists aggregate more than 125,000 of 
the leading ranchers and farmers of America, the most progressive 
men in the business of live stock farming. 

“There is a shortage of beef cattle in this country—a shortage 
that is more marked than in the decrease per capita consumption 
of meats,” states Frank W. Harding, general manager of the Amer- 
ican Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, who is in close touch with 
the world situation as well as the various sections of the United 
States through personal observation as well as the many meetings, 
sales and shows attended.

Brown, who has been guiding 
a tractor for a few days on 
his Missouri farm in catching 
up the late spring season. “I 
judge from their letters in all 
parts of. the country that our 
Galloway Breeders are feel- 
ing more optimistic than at 
any time in the past two 
years.”

experiencing, the demand fo; 
bulls was subnoimal; conse. 
qently stocks left in breeders’ 
hands had to be cleaned up 
and thousands were market- 
ed via the beef route, or cas- 
trated for feeding. For the 
most part the bulls which will 
be used next year are the 1921 
crop of calves, a short crop, 
and with the return to normal 
demand, comparatively few 
bulls being carried over by 
breeders this year, we loos 
forward to a good market 
next spring. 

“Study of sale averages 
over a term of years, indi- 
cates that a period wherein 
the average sales of females 
is greater than that of bulls, 
a lower market is to he ex- 
pected and a higher market 
follows a period of higher 
average sale prices for bulls. 
We are now in such a period 
and we firmly believe that 
the present condition will ex- 
ist for the next eighteen 
months at least. We do not 
anticipate any such prices as 


Says Mr. Harding: 
ceipts at this office for re- 
cording of pedigrees and re- 
cording of transfers for the 
first four months of this year 
indicate that the business is 
at least on as good a footing 
as for the same period last year. Our cash receipts are less, due 
principally to the reduction in registry fee on under twelve months 
old animals, from $2.50 to $2.00. 

“The last few weeks, however, have developed, we think, a de- 
cided improvement in cattle conditions, which extends to registered 
Shorthorns. Beef cattle sales reflect a renewed interest, with prices 
somewhat above last year at this time. 

“There is a shortage of beef‘cattle in this country—a shortage 
that is more marked than is the decrease per capita consumption of 
meats. We expect to see higher prices for good commercial beef 
cattle before the end of the year. Prices of registered Shorthorns 
follow the trend of the beef market. This has been demonstrated. 

“We are encouraged by the number of sales of registered 
Shorthorn bulls to farmers throughout the country in the last few 
months. Probably more Shorthorn bulls have replaced scrubs in the 
last 12 months than for any equal period in the last few years.

and post war period, nor does 
any Hereford breeder desire 
such abnormal conditions 
again, but we do think that 
the fundamental factors gov- 
erning the trade point to an increasing demand and stronger prices. 

“The abnormal conditions of the war period caused the value of 
wheat, corn, and other grains to advance to a point where it be- 
came impossible to feed live stock for profit and as a consequence 
it may generally be said that an abnormal acreage was assigned to 
strictly grain farming operations and a lesser amount of live stock 
handled. With the decrease in the value of grain, there is a grow- 
ing tendency toward the breeding and feeding of live stock for a 
more profitable utilization of such feeds, which influence will with- 
out doubt be reflected back to the advantage of the pure bred 
breeder. 

“The seeds of educational work of our agricultural high schools, 
colleges, extension workers, farm journals, fairs and expositions 
are being sown and shall bear fruit in creating a demand for better 
quality live stock obtainable only through the use of registered 
herds or the products of such herds. (Continued on page 14

Our National Affairs. 

Secretary Chas. Gray, of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association is 
highly elated over the brightening of the 
sky line and the greatly improved condi- 
tions as evidenced by transactions at the 
national office. When asked for a report on 
the present outlook here is what came: 

“For the month of June, 1922, we received 
thirty memberships as compared with five 
memberships during June, 1921. This shows 
an increase of 500 per cent. In addition to 
those who have already joined, nearly as 
many indicated they will join in the near 
future. 

“Our total business for June, 1922, as com- 
pared with June, 1921, shows an increase of 
10 per cent. 

“When you take into account the fact that 
the registration fees were reduced from 
$2.50 for animals under a year to $1.50 to 
members and fees for animals over a year 
were reduced from $5.00 to $3.00 to mem- 
bers it should be very encouraging to every 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder. Receipts at the 
office are a true index of activity of the 
trade throughout the country and the mark- 
ed improvement measured by receipts at the 
office can also be measured by the good 
feeling and spirit that prevails among the 
breeders. The renewed interest has been 
manifested very forcibly by the sales that 
have been held during the past month and 
everyone is looking forward to better im- 
provement in the near future.”

A certain breeder in the Southwest part 
of the state of Nebraska took it upon him- 
self a short time since to send a number of 
vearly subscriptions to men whom he be- 
lieved to be interested in better cattle and 
as a result we are pleased to present this

ers: 

The Lancaster Fat Stock Show w 
here this week. It was quite an pty 
ment over that of last year, so far ag the 
quality of the cattle was concerned. There 
were on exhibition 1,800 fat cattle. As q 
rule, the weight was lighter than last year 
with several carloads of yearlings in the 
show. Considering the fact that no cattle 
can show for prizes except those that were 
purchased as feeders through the Lancaster 
yards, it was a very remarkable exhibition, 
according to those who have attended it for 
several years. 

The grand champion carload was of the 
lirht weight division, a load of Angus year- 
lings fed by P. W. Baker. These cost $12.25 
at Lancaster last December and were bought 
at the International show for $11.25. They 
were a good, straight load of cattle. 

All the prizes in light weight carlots and 
half carlots were won by Herefords, no choice 
light weight Angus or Shorthorn lots being 
shown. 

In the heavy weight carlot class Angus 
stood first, Herefords second and fourth and 
Shorthorns third. 

In the heavy weight half carlot class 
Shorthorns stood first and fourth, Angus 
second and Herefords third. 

The grand champion steer was an Aber- 
deen-Angus fed by P. W. Baker, and the first 
prize heifer and cow were also Angus. The 
first prize bull was a Shorthorn. 

The half carlot class is very popular at 
this show, where there are so many small 
feeders. It consists of not less than 7 and 
not more than 13 head of cattle. One hur- 
dred and two half carlots were shown. 

The grand champion carload sold to Arbo- 
gast & Bastian of Allentown, Pa., for li 
cents per pound. The grand champion steer 
sold to Schludenberg-Knodel company, Bal- 
timore, at 40 cents per pound. 

The auction sale was a good, lively one, 
but there were no sensational prices. A few 
carloads brought $10 or over, one carload of 
heavy steers going at $10.50. Bulk of the 
carloads sold at $8.50 to $9.25, with a few 
carloads at $9.50 to $9.75. It was necessary 
to sell a lot of cattle every two minutes in 
order to get them sold, but that was accom:

We are for the dairy cow and all that she stands for and believe in 
her with all our soul, however under the tendency of America to 
run like sheep, all in one direction and with but a single object, we 
should like to arrest the attention of the general public for a suf- 
ficient time to permit an analysis of the situation. Should we con- 
tinue another ten years in the present direction what would be the 
result? Certainly there would be a milk supply adequate and alto- 
gether excessive of the demand, a condition which would be quite

was not going to have the desired effect. 
It was easy money for someone who would 
run in 15 steers. But such was not the case 
at Edmonton with 13 carloads entered, most 
of which made their appearance. The first 
prize winning load were of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding, some black and some blue-gray; 
they ranged between three and four years 
of age and by the way of comment on their 
ccndition it could be said, ‘They were load- 
ed with beef.’ They showed considerably 
more finish than any of the other lots. The 
exhibitor was R. Murray McKenzie, of La- 
combe.

ing in the neighborhood of 15 pounds. That 
none of the steers went off their feed on 
this strong ration gives some idea of the 
type of steer being fed. They were lowset, 
wide and deep of body, with constitutions 
that stood up against heavy feeding. Rob- 
erts Bros., Vegreville, won second and third 
places with two very uniform lots. The 
second prize load were strong in Hereford 
breeding and showed uniformity of color, 
type and finish that was very pleasing. They 
did not carry the thickness of fleshing, how- 
ever, that was evident in the case of the 
first prize lot. A general criticism regard- 
ing the carlots might be made on the point 
of size and age of the steers. The majority 
of the lots were strong in big four-year-old 
steers. It is generally agreed that the four- 
year-old steer is a thing of the past or at 
his best an expensive individual. Why then 
not penalize him in some way ? 

The regular classes for single animals 
were all well filled. The fat steer champion- 
ship went to Thos. W. Heath, Lougheed, on 
his red Shorthorn steer that won secon i 
prize in the Boys’ and Girls’ Competition a 
year ago. While he did not show the bloom 
of last year he is a hard steer to fault. The 
reserve went to C. D. Robinson, St. Albert, 
on a well meated Angus. There was no lack 
of competition in the fat heifer and cow 
classes. In the two-year-old class S. C. Pri- 
chard of Camrose had out his two-year-ol1 
heifer that won first in the children’s com- 
petition last year. A. E. Noad, Olds. was 
there with a superbly fitted Angus heifer 
and O. A. Boggs & Sons, Daysland, had a 
Hereford heifer that might be regarded as 
a model beef type. Three stronger heifers 
have seldom stood together in one class. 
John Wilson of Innisfail, who judged the fat 
classes preferred the Noad heifer for first 


place and later awarded her the femaie 
championship. While she might have been 
a little better behind, in point of finish, 
smoothness, breed type and quality she was 
100 per cent strong. 

Thirty-one calves, out of forty-four enter- 
ed, lined up before W. L. Carlyle, Calgary, in 
the beef class of the Boys’ and Girls’ Feed- 
ing Competition. It was not an easy class 
to judge, for there was several outstanding 
calves and many real good calves that had 
been receiving the best of feed and atten- 
tion. Competition is always keen among 
supporters of the various beef breeds, in the 
case of such a class—would the winner be a 
Shorthorn, an Angus, or a Hereford? From 
the start is was evident that the real com- 
petition lay between a pure bred red Angus 
steer shown by Eddie Noad, Olds, and a pure 
bred Hereford heifer shown by Clarence 
Boggs, Daysland. The red steer had all the 
style of a herd sire, weighed 760 pounds at 
less than eleven months, was built close to 
the ground, was evenly fleshed and with 
the exception of a slight droop in the back 
and a little roughness at the tail head he 
was hard to fault. The Hereford heifer was 
good in all of these points and in the places 
where the steer was noticeably weak. Such 
being the case she had to go to the top of 
the class, leaving the red block of beef in 
the second position. (The Angus steer was 
later shown in open competition in the fat 
steer classes and won the grand champion- 
ship). If the boys and girls who exhibited 
calves will keep the Hereford heifer in their 
mind’s eye for the next year it will help 
them in making a selection of a calf and in 
obtaining the proper degree of finish. The 
calf in third place was a red and white 
Shorthorn, shown by Grace Williams, Ver- 
milion. The calf was neatly put up and was 
well finished. The fourth prize calf was a 
roan Shorthorn, shown by John A. Swift, 
Hairy Hills. Of the twentyfive calves which 
got in the money, fifteen were Shorthorns; 
six were Herefords, and four were of Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding. 

The quality of the bulls offered at the Ed- 
monton Bull Sale improves each year. The 
time was when there was a decided gap be- 
tween the class of bulls sold at Calgary and 
those put through the sale ring at Edmon- 
ten. This breach is gradually closing, and 
there are now few tail end bulls offered at 
the northern event. 

Although the average prices realized on 
some of the breeds was better at Edmonton, 
the general bidding was more draggy than at 
Calgary. Old bulls of all breeds were not 
wanted while good yearlings were the 
general favorites. On the first day of the 
scale the Herefords, Aberdeen-Angus and 
Shorthorns over 24 months were sold. The 
demand for Herefords was very poor. Out 
of the thirty head offered only eight were 
sold, the balanee were withdrawn, or failed 
to bring the reserve bid of $50.00. The top 
price for the breed was $225, paid by Jos. 
Hill, Innisfree, for J. C. Sherry’s champion,
